37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office Is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Discussion over the amended limitation of claim 1 reciting "wherein a hardware atomic operation is used on the shared 
locking data store for determining how access to the resource is to be handled." The Examiner explained how the 
limitation was interpreted and why the reference meet this limitation. Applicant contended that the actual use and 
implementation of the hardware atomic operation are not the same between the Application and the reference, and the 
Examiner pointed out that the differences must be reflected in the claim language to be considered. Applicant proposed 
to file RCE to amend the claims to further distinguish the Application from the reference. . 
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
